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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen (US 
6,182,299) Chen discloses a chest protector (10) having a main potion substantially overlying the 
chest and abdomen being defined by upper and lower portions as shown in figure 1 that is 
adapted for absorbing impacts to the body from a projectile, col. 1, lines 1 1-28, In addition, the 
main portion has a variable thickness that is thicker at the upper portion than the lower portion 
which is inherently more flexible as shown in figure 3. 

Furthermore, the main portion includes a plurality of channel shaped fold lines which 
intersect one another to define a plurality of raised impact absorbing surfaces (42,43) 
therebetween as shown in figure 1 . Additionally, each of the absorbing surfaces areas 
incrementally decrease in size from an upper portion to a lower portion thereof as shown in 
figure 3. Also, a surface area of each of raised absorbing surfaces incrementally decreases from 
a center area to a vertical side edges of the main portion as shown in figure 1. 
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With regard to claim 5, the surface areas of each of the impact absorbing surfaces 
defines a downward deflecting surface for directing the projectile downward as shown in figure 
3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Claim 6 is allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
recitation therein including a chest protector having each of the raised impact surfaces with a 
downward deflecting angled surface between upper and lower portions thereof
